"There are many who claim that with the 


culmination of the Gothic in the sixteenth cen- 
tury architecture ceased to be a living art For 
400 years 
the 
development 
of architectural 


styles has been no more than the modification 
or elaboration of earlier styles. And much of it 
has been very bad. For a considerable time the de- 
terioration was steady and seemingly hopeless 
In England the Georgian architecture'was abom- 
inable and the Victorian was worse. American 
architecture has not always imitated English 
styles, but the English influence has been strong. 


"Bishops of the Episcopalian church recent- 


ly assembled in convention have officially con- 
demned the ugliness of American churches They 
have declared that the churches of the Episco- 
palian denomination are the best to be found but 
they are a veiy unworthy best. The bishops esti 
mate that only 1 per cent, of their own churches 
are excellent, while 9 per cent, are passably good 
01 the rest lo per cent, arc mediocre and*75 per 
cent, either poor or dreadful. 


"This is a harsh judgment, but it is not too 


harsh. A great many American ecclesiastical ed- 
ifices are blighted by the touch of Victonanism 
More recent edifices are better, for the architects 
have sought, with varying success, to go back to 
the inspiration of the men who wrought of old 
when architecture was still alive. The very new 
churches which have been designed along these 
lines, and the very old churches, relics of early 
colonial days when Christopher' Wren's reiuve- 
nafed Romanesque was the dominant style in-
